From  letters  received 
from  gentlemen,  living  in  the  Illi- 
nois, dated  May  6th,  we  are  in- 
formed, that  the  Spanifh  exprefs 
had  returned  from  Detroit,  on  or 
about  the  fiifl  inft,  and  brings  in- 
formation that  the  Britifh  are  nnK- 
king  great  preparations  for  w^tr 
at  that  place  :  I  hat  the  miliiia  of 
Detroit,  commanded  by  the  go- 
vernor of  that  place,  and  three  re- 
giments of  regulars  were  at  Rufh- 
clebo,  to  act  in  conjunction  with 
the  Indians,  againft  ucn.  Wayne's 
army  ;  this  informaticdt  comes 
from  another  quarter,  by  the  Indi- 
ans, and  a  great  many  of  this  ri- 
ver, are  gone  to  join  the  Britilh 
ftandard.
